abominable Actions which we may daily fee in the 
World ; for by it the Underſtanding is blinded, the Wil 
perverted, and Conſcience ſhipwrack'd. After this, th. 
Lord in pure Mercy to Mankind, feat the Lord Feſu

they are fince loſt. The very ſame Principles firſt mo- 
ved me tg publiſh what 1 knew to the Worid; and ex- 
perience witnefſeth to me, that the more I reveal that 
knowledge God hath given me to the World, the more 
he ſtill teacheth me; and being determined within my 
If, not to pive over till 1 have finiſhed the whole 
Body of Phy ſick, I began fir{t at the Principles, name- 
Iy, The Anatomy of the Veſlels dedicated to Generas 
tion ; for above all things I hold it mot fitting that Wo- 
men (eſpecially Midwives) ſhonld be well skill'd in the 
exact knowiedge of the Anatomy of thefe Parts. Let it 
not be objected to me, that inany govd Midwives are 
ignorant of it : What then, The more is the pity, fay L: 
Muſt not I teach my Child a reaſon of waat it faith, be- 
cauſe a Parrot can ſpeak as plain as it without it ? A 
Midwife is (or elſe ſhould be) Natures helper ; and how 
an any help Nature, and not be well killed -- the

This then is the 
Buſineſs of this Book, viz. To give you a brief, yet 
very perfect Anatomy of thoſe Members which Nature 
uſeth as Inſtruments to beget its like, to which I bave 
added ſome means how to preſerve them clean and pure, 
the neglect of which I conceive to be the reaſon of moſt 
Miſcarriages in Women, nay, and of the Death of Chil- 
dren in their Infancy : Which being done in all reaſon, 
the manner of Nature's forming the Work, and faſhion- 
ing the Child in the Womb, is next to enſue, and ſhall

ther of the Body or Mind 3 the Meaſure of Food ought 
to be as much as pollible may be proportionable to the 
quality and condition of the Stomach, the reaſon is clear, 
becauſe it is the Office of the Stomach to digeſt it : 
Hence 1t appears, 

1. That ſuch as lead a {tudious Life ought not to Eat 
ſo much as thoſe that lead a laborious Life, becauſe the 
Digeſtion is not fo good; therefore their Meats ought 
to be leſs in quantity, and lighter ol Digeſtion. 

2. The meaſure in reſpect of quantity is not the ſame 
to all ſorts of People, but very different, and that three 
ways. | 

Firſt, [o reſpect of the diverſity of the Air, for ſuch as 
live in hot Countries mult eat lefs Meat than thoſe that 
live irrcold, and leſs in Summer than in Winter, in one 
and the ſame Country. 

Secondly, In reſpect of the Perſons themſelves Eating: 
For divers People as of divers Complexions ; and diver- 
lity of Complexions requires a divers quaatity of Food : 
The way for a Man to tind out what Complexion he is of, 
and alſo what quantity of Foc is agreeable to that Com- 
plexion, is very plainly laid down in my Tranſlation of 
Galen's Art of Phyſick, to which I refer you. 

Thirdly , In reſpect of Age, for Youth requires a 
greater quantity tp old Age ; and fo do thoſe that are 
im Health require Fgreater quantity than thoſe that are 
Sick : And here by the way, I have wiſhed an hundred 
times, and do wiſh {t111, that one foc!iſh Faſhion in this 
Nation were lett, namely, inciting Sick People to Fat 
much ; wherezs if the Dif-aſe cone out of Repletion, as 
molt Diſeaſes do, Faiting is a fur better Cure for them 
than feeding,

ſome Meats is to be taken than of other fore. Meats are 
more appropriated to one $Ston:ich than another, and 
fome Meats are l9hter of Dipeliiviwl than other forme.
